The index of names indicates whether the subscriber 
takes more than one periodical. 

The record is kept as shown below. It willbe 
noticed that to every single address line there 
are two faint-rule lines allowing for a record of 
twenty-six items, or fifty-two if necessary——the 
remarks for all items within twenty-six being 
marked in the upper space, and for those fol- 
lowing in the lower space. The ¢ charged indi- 
cates, of course, that the subscriber has been 
charged in the regular account-book, generally 
the Day Book. The system strikes us as exceed- 
ingly simple, showing at a glance when a sub- 
scription has begun, how much a subscriber has 
paid and what he still owes, and how many 
numbers of a periodical have been received and 
delivered : 
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The same dealer who employs the foregoing 
method in keeping account of periodicals, and 
uses the Subscription List, as here shown, has 
adopted the following plan of distributing 
periodicals at the time of their arrival. 

The number of copies of all magazines, jour- 
nals or newspapers are first of all counted, to see 
whether they agree with the bill and quantities 
ordered, as per memorandum in Subscription 
List. The next thing in order will be to write 
on the margin above the heading of the period- 
icals, in lead pencil, according to the Subscrip- 
tion List, the names of the subscribers, indicat- 
ing after the name with an X if paid by number; 
if the periodical has been paid in advance this 
mark is omitted. Periodicals called for by 
subscribers must simply bear the name (with 
initials), and those delivered by a messenger 
receive in addition thereto the street and 
number of residence or office where the period- 
ical is to be delivered. In case any back 
numbers remain unpaid, this is stated in adding: 
DUE, for Nos..... @ .... $...... If period- 
icals, which are as arule paid by number, are not 
paid when called for, a charge should be made 
on a slip, which is to be handed to the clerk in 
charge of the Sutscription List. Mail subscri- 
bers receive their papers in manilla wrappers, 
with the respective address written thereon in 
ink. These wrappers should have the dealer's 
firm name and address, with return request 
printed thereon, enabling pustmasters to return 
such mail matter when miscarried or undeliver- 
able. The surplus of each periodical, being 
ordered for that purpose, is placed on the coun- 
ter to supply the wants of transient customers. 
Copies of unsold returnable papers are returned 
regularly every week or fortnight. 

The periodicals to be called for, marked with 
the subscribers’ names, are put under their 
respective letters in a pigeon-hole case, kept 
for this purpose. This pigeon-hole casé should

Whenever a charge is made in the regular Day Book, it is practical to put after the c the sage of Day Book wheré 
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have about 15 divisions, large enough to receive 
periodicals of any size. On the outer edge, 
at the top of every division, letters of the 
alphabet running consecutively, thus: A.-B., 
C.-D., etc., should indicate the contents of each 
compartment. Letters well represented among 
the names of subscribers should receive a com- 
partment for each letter ; others of less frequent 
occurrence to be grouped two or three in one 
division. If a customer who calls for his 
papers regularly should keep more than one 
journal, due about the same time, these are put 
one into the other, to facilitate finding same 
when they are wanted. The same is done if 
numbers are not called for every week. 

The periodicals and books in parts intended 
to be delivered by a messenger are arranged 
on a large table in four divisions, viz.: east side; 
west side; north side; south side of the city, 
wherever the customers may reside. Then they 
are grouped in routes or trips, consisting of not 
more copies than can be easily carried by the 
messenger, and comprising a route which will 
not take longer than three or four hours to 
finish up and return to store. In this manner 
a messenger can make two trips perday. A 
large number of subscribers requires several 
messengers. After the periodicals have been 
arranged fora trip, being arranged consecutive- 
ly according to streets and house numbers of 
the places where they should be delivered, the 
names and addressesand amounts due are copied 
in identical order, in a memorandum-book, which 
is carried by the messenger, and in which he 
enters at once every item paid, or delivered un- 
paid, as the case may be. Papers prepaid by 
subscribers are also entered in this delivery- 
book, with a dash (—) after the address, in- 
stead of amount due, as a matter of control. 
On his return to the store the messenger foots 
up his pass-book, counts his money, and hands 
everything, together with such periodicals that 


for some reason were undeliverable, to the clerk 


whose duty it is to check up the pass-book and 
see if every item is properly accounted for. 
The clerk makes the entries in the Subscription 
List, according to the report, in the delivery- 
book. This should always be done as soon as 
possible, so that the Subscription Book will 
show all accounts in proper shape at any mo- 
ment. It will be found advantageous to make 
deliveries with a wagon, provided, of course, 
that the number of subscribers and the extent 
of territory where they reside will warrant this. 
Parties living quite a distance, in the suburbs, 
or in other towns, should be requested to pay 
their subscriptions invariably in advance. 
Subscriptions for weekly periodicals may be 
mailed from the home post-office with wrap- 
per at second-class rates; monthly and semi- 


monthly magazines, however, should be ordered 
to be sent direct from the office of the publisher 
to the address of the customer, because the 
postal regulations on such magazines require 
third-class postage if the same are mailed to 
local subscribers, while publishers may send 
them direct at second-class rates. Mail sub- 
scribers in the city or country should, without 
any exception, be requested to pay in advance, 
It does not pay to give credit on subscriptions 
of any kind, the cost and annoyance of collec- 
tion being greater than the meagre profit yielded 
would warrant. 

With rare exceptions, the publishers will fill 
subscription orders at a cheaper rate than the 
news companies, or other middle-men. It will 
pay a dealer to write to every publisher of the 
more prominent periodicals for samples, terms, 
etc., and to have direct business relations with 
all publishers of the periodical press. ‘‘ Cas- 
par’s Directory of the American Book Trade,” 
which has a complete list of periodicals, with 
the addresses of their publishers, may be a 
help in this direction.

To millions of people it will be news to learn 
that in the United States is used the most expen- 
sive and useless fraction-of-a-cent coin the world 
has ever seen, It is the American publishers’ 
coin, 

A government coin is cheap. It is made to be 
handled for decades or scores of years. Besides 
that, its intrinsic value is equal to or below its 
legalized value. 

The American publishers’ coin is very expen. 
sive. It is destined to last only one day, week 
or month, and is then destroyed. A new supply 
is regularly furnished every day, week and month, 
and annihilated. What makes it more expensive 
is the fact that the commercial value of the pub- 
lishers’ coin is always far above the fraction of 
acent for which it isdestined to pass. It isso ex- 
pensive to publishers that it is one of the causes 
that bankrupt every year 300 or 400 American 
publishing coin-minters. It has driven some 
publishers to adopt the policy of making their 
coin non-redeemable or non-returnable, by which 
move they have accomplished the incredible feat 
of—sitting down on themselves. 

American publishers’ coin does not circulate 
among the people. It circulates exclusively 
among wholesale and retail newsdealers. It is 
of no other earthly use. It comes from the 
publishers’ mint. It is returned to the publishers’ 
mint. It is to publishers an unmixed curse. 

American publishers’ coin is not made of cop- 
per, brass, tin, iron, lead, zinc, nickel, or other 
metal, but consists of daily, weekly and monthly 
publications. 

A retail newsdealer thinks it advisable to give 
an order to add one more copy to say I7 return- 
able publications. The trade price of the aver- 
age daily, weekly or monthly is figured down to 
a fraction of acent, which sharp figuring is ex- 
tending. The wholesaler then tells the retailer 
that he is in the habit of charging a full cent for 
a fraction of a cent, and in order to economize the 
retailer has only to order of each publication so 
many more copies until the fractions finally dis- 
appear. 

The retailer who thinks he might have a 
sale by ordering one copy more of say 17 re- 
turnable publications, acts upon the wholesalers’ 
advice and orders 54 copies, or 37 copies more 
than he thinks he can sell. Although wish- 
ing only one copy of each he orders 4 N. Y. 
Times, 4 Tribune, 4 Staatszeitung, 2 Recorder, 2 
Press, 2 Advertiser, 2 Mercury, 3 Volkszeitung, 
5 Eng. Journal, 5 Ger. Journal, 5 N.Y. Zeitung, 
4 Boys of New York, 4 Golden Hours, 2 Golden 
Days, 2 Family Story, 2 Munsey’s Monthly, 2 
Cosmopolitan—a total of 54 copies. The neces- 
sary 37 copies representing American publishers’ 
coin are returned to the publishers, with that 
part of the 17 which is unsold, and the publishers 
furnish a fresh useless supply. 

Cosmopolitan publishers’ coin is of a most ex-

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pensive nature to its manufacturers. The re- 
tailer in order to save one-half cent orders two 
copies of the Cosmopolitan, while he wants only 
one. He uses a Cosmopolitan coin, which has 19 
times more trade-price commercial value than 
the half-cent saved. It may financially hurt that 
coin-minter just as it would hurt Uncle Sam as 
a coin-minter if he would issue a one dollar-coin 
with 19 dollars’ worth of gold in it. I learn 
that the Cosmopolitan pays to wholesalers 2} 
cents to handle and return its half-cent coins, 
The Cosmopolitan would save every month thou- 
sands of copies and the wholesalers’ commission 
if ‘‘ Nieuwland’s Newsdealers’ Fractional Ac- 
count-Books”’ were used by retailers and whole- 
salers. So it is with a number of other pub- 
lishers. 

When it is taken into consideration that in or 
around 65,000 United States post-offices an army 
of newsdealers follow this course, then it is an 
indisputable fact that the American publishers’ 
coin is the most expensive and useless coin the 
world has ever seen. 

Two extremes—wastefulness and close econo- 
my by figures—are represented by American pub- 
lishers. Some figure down very close when the 
end fraction of the trade price for a paper comes 
down to one single part of two hundred parts of 
one cent, which is done with those newspapers 
whose trade price is 1} cent. It seems these 
publishers are not aware that it pays retailers to 
dodge overcharging and order 8 of his returnable 
coins while they may need only one, and the 
coin-minter has to destroy next week at least 7 
of these coins and pay the wholesale commission 
as well. Are not these economizing publishers 
as coin-minters too wasteful ? 

Hundreds of retailers do not act upon the ad- 
vice of wholesalers. They order only what they 
need regardless of fractions. The result is that 
the majority of those newsdealers are over- 
charged in fractions many dollars every year, 
unless they adopt some system of fractional ac- 
count-keeping to protect themselves. 

Wholesale newsdealers do not want these ac- 
count-books, by which publishers and retailers 
together would save more than one million of 
dollars every year, and make the expensive and 
useless publishers’ mints unnecessary. 

By fractions of a cént I am, as retailer, over- 
charged on my dailies, Sundays, weeklies and 
monthlies, and undercredited on my returns ap- 
proximately 30 cents a week or $15 per annum; 
which for, say, 30,000 newsdealers in the United 
States is a yearly tax aggregating to the enor- 
mous amount of four hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, being only a part of the wholesalers’ 
fraction-of-a-cent gold mine. The majority of 
the dealers dodge those overcharges by need- 
lessly overstocking themselves at the expense of 
the publishers, which again swells the whole- 
salers’ fraction-of-a-cent gold mine. It is safeto 
say that publishers lose in this way over one 
million dollars a year, simply because whole- 
salers have not yet adopted a just, proper, time 
and labor saving system of book-keeping for sales 
and returns between wholesalers and retailers. 

No wind, however, is so ill that it does not 
blow good to somebody. A money-losing pub- 
lishers’ mint is a money-making wholesalers’ 
mint. The wholesalers’ two-edged razors shave 
retailers every year for thousands of dollars by 
overcharging them by fractions of acent, and 
shave the publishers by charging them commis- 
sion on unnecessay publishers’ coin. The pub- 
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lishers destroy their returned home-made coin 
and have to pay the commission, and wonder 
where thereturnscomefrom. While the shavers 
make in this way alone thousands of dollars, the 
useless raints costevery year millions of dollars. 

Equal justice in regard to charges for fractions 
of acent is the rule among all respectable busi- 
ness houses in the world. Why, then, is it not 
the rule among wholesale newsdealers in the 
United States? Well-established commercial 
usage dictates that charges for every item of 
a bill, and especially a wholesale newsdealer’s 
bill, be made in the correct amount of dollars, 
cents, mills and millettes. (Publications the 
trade price or return price of which, with or 
without preceding cents, comes down to }, 8, 
& or § of a cent, are figured down to thou- 
sandth parts of a cent, or to what I call mill- 
ettes.) In regard to the total amount of all 
the different items of a bill, the usage is not to 
charge anything for a fraction of a cent if the 
amount is less half a cent; but on the other hand 
to charge a full cent if the fraction is half a cent 
or more. In regard to returns the same policy 
should rule. The opposite policy is adopted by 
wholesale newsdealers, They overcharge retail- 
ers by fractions on what they buy and undercredit 
them on what they return, although equal justice 
would be established by the introduction of the 
systems described above. 

The Monetary System of the United States 
does not at all accord with the people’s neces- 
sities in the adjustment of prices in coin. One 
cent is the smallest United States coin. It has 
five times more legalized value than the small- 
est coin in Germany, France, Belgium and 
Holland; four times more than the smallest coin 
in England, and seventy-five times more value 
than the damn, which is claimed to exist in 
British India. Americans cannot pay in }, 3, $ 
or{ partofadollar. For instance, for 12} cents 
or a shilling 13 cents is charged, while for half- 
cent values a whole cent ischarged in price, Five 
years ago’ the National Convention of News- 
dealers raised to a resolution my suggestion to 
appeal for half-cent coins to promote financial 
justice. Senator Blair proposed such a bill in 
the Senate, where it was pigeonholed. 

To all the difficulties already described, Nieuw- 
land’s “‘‘ Newsdealers’ Fractional Account- 
Books ” are intended to afford a simple and sys- 
tematic solution. The three copies which make 
up aset of these account-books can be bound into 
one volume. It has columns for dollars, cents, 
anda wider column for mills and millettes. It 
‘gives wholesalers credit for ‘‘ overs.”’ It charges 
tnem for ‘‘shorts.” It has special ruled and 
printed columns for daily, Sunday and holiday 
orders. It is as suitable for dealers who pay every 
day as for those who keep a weekly account. 
It has special ruled and printed columns for re- 
turns. It is for retail newsdealers a time, labor 
and money saving medium in their book-keeping 
with wholesalers, and for the latter a time and 


dabor saving method, which means money sav- 


ing, 

The first steps for reform in that subject of 
newsdealers’ accounts must be taken by pub- 
lishers, individually or collectively, they being 
the principal losers by existing systems. They 
should propose to wholesalers to adopt or im- 
prove the usage in regard to fractions of a cent 
adopted by all respectable business houses in the 
world, and they should supply retailers with the 
account-books in exchange for certain services. 
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LITIGATION OVER ‘‘ BUTLER’S BOOK” 
SETTLED. 


THE full bench of the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts has settled the litigation over 
‘** Butler’s Book,” which has attracted a great 
deal of attention for the past two or three years, 
and decided that General Butler or his estate 
must pay the C. F. Jewett Publishing Co. $2500 
damages for breach of a contract to allow the 
plaintiff to publish the book. 

The court was divided inthecase. A majority 
opinion by Justice Morton, who says: ‘‘ The first 
question is whether the contract is as the defend- 
ant contends, illegal on its face. The words re- 
lied on to show that it is are as follows: ‘ The 
party of the first part agrees to accept full re- 
sponsibility of all matter contained in said work, 
and to defend at his own cost any suits which may 
be brought against the party of the second part 
(the publishers) for publishing any statements 
contained in said work and to pay all costs and 
damages arising from said suits.’ 

‘* There was nothing in the character of the 
proposed work which naturally or necessarily in- 
volved the publication of scandalous or libelous 
matter, At the same time it was not impossible 
that in spite of due care and good faith on the 
part of the author and publisher the proposed 
book might contain matter which others, per- 
haps, would deem libelous. In such a case it 
would be no more unlawful for the parties to 
provide that the author should save the publisher 
harmless from all costs and damages, than it 
would be for a patentee to agree with his licensee 
that he would protect him in consequence of using 
a patented article. 

‘* The case stands on entirely different ground 
from that in which it would stand if it appeared 
that the parties intended to publish, or contem- 
plated the publication of libelous matter. In 
order, we think, to make the contract unlawful, 
it should appear that there was an intention on 
the part of the author and publisher to publish 
libelous matter.” 

In a dissenting opinion Judge Lathrop says 
that he thinks it was anticipated by the parties to 
the contract that the book might contain libelous 
matter and that it was intended to provide 
against such suits. In the opinion of Judge 
Lathrop the contract was illegal. 





THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PUBLISHING 
CO. FAILS. 


THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PUBLISHING COMPANY, 
of 31 East Seventeenth Street, is in the hands 
of the sheriff on four attachments, as follows: 
Thomas H. Wentworth, Jr., $12,059; Trow Di- 
rectory Printing and Bookbinding Company, 
$5806; W. H. Jackson, $791, and Albert S. 
Caldwell, $307. The company was incorporated 
under New Jersey laws in November, 1892, witha 


capital stock of $150,000. The following is a . 


Statement of the company: 


The total indebtedness of this company is about $43,000. 
There is sufficient stock on hand to pay this in full if sold 
at regular rates; but if it is sacrificed there will probably 
be a deficiency, as the market for cheap r2mos—of which 
this company has a large quantity on hand—is in a bad 
condition at the present time. 

Its embarrassment springs from the fact that it pur- 
chased goods tothe extent of about $35,000 from the United 
States Book Company, some time prior to the latter’s 
failure; giving its notes in payment of the same. The 
price paid for these goods subsequent events have shown 
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was very much in excess of their value as a whole, and 
the failure of certain publishing companies and the neces- 
sities of others, have resulted in throwing on the market 
enormous quantities of competitive lines of merchandise, 
so that this company has not been able to realize more 
oe per cent. of the cost price of its largest lines of 
stock, 

Outside its obligations for the notes referred to, and the 
smaller claims of the Trow Company and the landlord, 
the company’s indebtedness is very trifling indeed, and 
will involve no loss to anyone. This arises from the fact 
that as the prices obtainable for its chief lines of merchan- 
dise fell off under the ruinous competition referred to, the 
company purposely contracted its business rather than 
assume new obligations in face of its heavy indebtedness 
for depreciated stock. 

To avoid misconception, it is well to state that the cor- 
poration of J. Selwin Tait & Sons, organized under the 
laws of the State of New York, is not affected by the 
embarrassments of this company. It is an entirely sep- 
arate concern, doing business exclusively in new copy- 
right publications, and in the issue of its standard line of 
** Best 200 Books.”’ 





COMMUNICATIONS. 
a PROPOS OF “A SPHINX AMONG BOOKS.’ 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 6, 1893. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


DeArR Sir: In No. 18, page 629, of the present 
volume, you print a fac-simile of the title-page 
of what you term ‘‘A Sphinx Among Books,” 
the volume of Shakespeare’s Poems now belong- 
ing to Mr. O’Neil, of Washington, D. C. 

A comparison of this fac-simile title with that 
of the eighth volume of the Philadelphia edition 
of 1795-96 of the complete works of Shakespeare, 
which volume contains the poems, reveals some 
interesting discrepancies, which can best be 
shown by the reproduction of the title-page of 
the eighth volume. This reads: ‘‘The| Plays 
and Poems | of | William Shakespeare. | Cor- 
rected from the latest and best | London Edi- 
tions, with notes, by | Samuel Johnson, LL.D. | 
To which are added, | A Glossary | and the | 
Life of the Author, | Embellished with a striking 
likeness from the | Collection of his Grace the 
Duke of Chandos. | First American Edition. | 
Vol. VIII. | Philadelphia: | Printed and Sold by 
Bioren & Madan. | MDCCXCVI. 

To premise, it is reasonable to suppose that 
the priaters would have used the same type for 
the title-page of the separate volume of poems 
that they used for the eight title-pages of the 
volumes of the complete works, but the type 
shown in your fac-simile is dissimilar. 

Second. The name of the printing firm was 
Bioren & Madan in the eight volumes; in the 
fac-simile it is Bioren and Maden. 

Third. The form of the imprint in the eight 
volumes is ‘‘ Printed and Sold by Bioren & Ma- 
dan ;” in the fac-simile it is ‘‘ Printed by Bioren 
and Maden, thus showing a change of phraseology 
in the omission of words, as well as the substitu- 
tion of the word “and” for the character ‘‘ &.” 

Fourth. The substitution in the one volume 
of the Arabic ‘‘ 1796” for the Roman numerals 
‘* MDCCXCVI” used in the eight volumes. 

Fifth. The manifest blunders in the title-page 
of the one volume, as compared with the absolute 
correctness of the title-pages of the eight volumes. 

To sum up these discrepancies a prima facie 
case is made out against the integrity of the title 
of Mr. O’Neil’s volume. The autograph of the 
former owner of the book, with the date of 1809, 
is an argument that the title is almost contempo- 
raneous with the publication of the book, although 
title-pages may have been fabricated even as ear- 
ly as 1809, and without improper motive. Not 
having seen Mr. O’Neil’s volume I am unable 
to institute further comparisons, but give you the 
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collation of the portion of the eighth volume of 
the works, which contains the poems. The plays 
end with Othello at page 304, followed by a half- 
title: “THe PokMs OF SHAKESPEARE,” one leaf, 
verso blank: ‘‘ Advertisement, pp. (iii)-iv: the 
Dedication, one leaf, verso blank; then the text, 
headed ‘‘ Shakespeare’s Poems,” pp. (7)-128, with 
page 34 misprinted 33. The type of the ‘‘ Po- 
ems” is smaller throughout than that used for the 
‘* Plays.” 

The writer has no desire to injure the sale of 
Mr. O’Neil’s volume, but writes simply in the in- 
terest of that much-abused science, bibliography. 
He has used two copies of the original eighth 
volume in making his comparison, and if it can 
be shown that he is wrong in his deductions, none 
will more quickly acknowledge his error than

GERMAN HYMN-BOOKS IN AMERICA.

DEAR SiR: In THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY of 
Oct. 28 appears an obituary notice of the late 
Rev. Dr. Philip Schaff, in which occurs the fol- 
lowing, referring to Dr. Schaff: ‘‘ He wrote the 
first German hymn-book that was ever printed in 
this country.” This is an error soevident that it 
is difficult to imagine how it was ever suffered to 
appear. Probably a score at least of German 
hymn-books were printed in this country before 
Dr. Schaff was born. Christopher Sower, the 
founder of the establishment now continued by 
this company in this city, printed many German 
hymn-books, including one as early as 1739, by 
Conrad Beissel, entitled ‘‘ Zionitischer Wey- 
rauchs Hiigel,” several copies of which are still 
in existence, CHRISTOPHER SOWER Co. 

[We understand the reference to be rather to 
the compilation of the first hymn-book prepared 
in this country, than to the actual printing of

KATHERINE Hopces, De Force Gordon and 
Eliza M. Souveille have obtained articles of in- 
corporation in Chicago, Ill., for the American 
Authors’ Protective Publishing Company, The 
capital stock is reported to be $150,000. 

CLARENCE KING, a geologist of international 
reputation, has been committed to Bloomingdale 
Asylum. Mr. King, whois fifty-one years old, 
and who calls Newport, R. I., his home, came 
to New York about three weeks ago, when he 
became the guest of Charles Gould, the jurist, 
and a patient of Dr. Lincoln, who was treating 
him for nervous debility. His condition excited 
comment among his acquaintances, who noticed 
the change in his manner, the most striking 
feature of which was his forgetfulness, No 
alarm was felt, however, until, a week ago, Sun- 
day, when he was arrested and fined $10 the 
next day by Justice Grady in the Yorkville 
Police Court. Incourt his mind seemed a blank, 
and that evening Drs. Lincoln and Allan McLane 
Hamilton took him in hand. The result of this 
examination was that the next day the two 
physicians, with lawyers John M. Bowers and 
John L. Cadwalader, went to the house . of 
Judge Patterson, and had Mr. King committed 
to the asylum. Mr. King was graduated from 
the Yale Sheffield Scientific School in 1862, 
Several of his volumes have wide reputations. 
He is a member of many scientific societies in 
this country and Europe. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

JosepH EUGENE BONNEMERE, the French his- 
torian, died in Angers on October 31, aged 80 
years. He wrote a * Popular History of 
France,” ‘‘ History of the Religious Wars of 
the Sixteenth Century,” and several volumes 
concerning the peasantry in France since the 
twelfth century. 

PROF. JULIUS FROEBEL, a nephew of the foun- 
der of the kindergarten system, the author of a 
‘* System of Crystallography,” a ‘‘ System of So- 
cial Politics,” ‘‘ Seven Years’ Travel in Amer- 
ica,” and others, died in Zurich, Switzerland, on 
the 7th inst., aged 88 years. 

Sirk ANDREW CLARK, the celebrated English 
physician and author of ‘‘ On the Anatomy of 
the Lungs,” ‘‘On Tubercular Sputum,” ‘ Evi- 
dences of the Arrestment of Phthisis,” ‘‘ Fi- 
broid Phthisis,’” and other equally important 
works, died in London, November 6, aged 67 
years. 

FRANCIS PARKMAN, the historian of the colo- 
nial days of North America, died at his home in 
Jamaica Plain, near Boston, on the 8th inst. 
He was born in Boston, September 16, 1823. 
When seventeen he entered Harvard College. 
A year before his graduation he went to Europe 
to recover from injuries received in the college 
gymnasium, and spent some months travelling 
in Italy and Switzerland. He returned in time 
to be graduated with his class in 1844. In the 
spring of 1846 he went West and lived for some 
time with the Dakota Indians, partaking of their 
wild life. An account of his experiences ap- 
peared soon after in the Knickerbocker Magazine, 
and the series of articles was republished in 
book form in 1848, under the title * The Califor- 
nia and Oregon Trail.” Returning to Boston 
he devoted himself exclusively to literary work. 
‘‘The Conspiracy of Pontiac,” an account of 
the uprising of the Indian tribes against the 
British colonies, and the first in his series of his- 
torical works, appeared in 1851. In 1858 he 
published a novel, ‘‘ Vassall Morton.” It was 
in this year also that he first went to France to 
examine the government archives for material 
for the volumes intended to illustrate the rise 
and fall ‘of the French dominion in America. 
‘The Pioneers of France in the New World” 
was published in 1865, and the following year 
‘‘ The Book of Roses” appeared. The second 
volume in the series relating to France in Amer- 
ica, the remarkable ‘‘ The Jesuits in North 
America in the Seventeenth Century,” was given 
to the public in 1867. ‘La Salle and the Dis- 
covery of the Great West” was published in 
1869. In 1871-72 Mr. Parkman was professor 
of horticulture in the Agricultural School of 
Harvard College. ‘‘ The Old Régime in Can- 
ada”’ was published in 1874; ‘‘ Count Frontenac 
and New France under Louis xiv.” in 1877; 
‘*Montcalm and Wolfe” in 1884; and ‘‘ A Half 
Century of Conflict” in 1890. This completed 
the connected series of the story of France and 
England in North America. For many years 
Mr. Parkman had been an invalid, and had been 
compelled to walk with crutches. He was for 
many years one of the overseers of Harvard, and 
afterwards a fellow in the Corporation. The 
degree of Doctor of Laws was conferred on him 
by McGill University in 1879, by Williams Col- 
lege in 1885 and by Harvard in 1889. In 1850 
he married Catherine Bigelow. She died eight 
years later. 







































































JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The National Bookseller is the title of a new 
monthly journal just begun by John J. Daly, of 
The Newsman, under the editorship of Roman I. 
Zubof. The first issue is dated November and 
contains twenty-four quarto pages, 
The Bankside Quarterly is to be the title of the 
periodical which the New York Shakespeare So- 
ciety will begin to publish in January. Members 
of the society will edit the magazine, and it will 
be published by the Shakespeare Press, a new 
organization formed for the purpose of printing 
works of Shakespearian and dramatic literature. 
JEROME K. JEROME'S new periodical is to be en- 
titled Zo-Day. The idea isto combine a high- 
class magazine and an up-to-date journal. Among 
the contributors to the first number will be Mr. 
Jerome and Bret Harte. A serial by Mr. Steven- 
son will also be begun in the first number. It 
will be followed by a serial, either by Mr. Conan 
Doyle or by Mr. Zangwill. The price is to be 
twopence, an innovation that will be watched 
with considerable interest by English journalists 
and publishers. 


ANNOUNCEMENT is made that Far and Near, 
edited by Maria Bowen Chapin and issued under 
the direction of the Auxiliary Society of the As- 
sociation of Working Girls’ Societies of New 
Yark, also Zhe Charities Review, edited by John 
H. Finley, president of Knox College, and Paul 
Leicester Ford, and issued under the auspices of 
the Charity Organization Society of New York, 
will be published by Oswald Weber, Jr., at the 
United Charities Building, 105 East 22d Street, 
New York City.
